DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks pages 14-17, filed 2/24/2010, with respect 
to claims 1-6, 8-20, and 22-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1-6, 8-20, and 22-29 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-20, and 22-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to fairly teach or suggest a rate distortion optimization method, as outlined 
by the claims, wherein a predicted quantization parameter is used to perform a first rate 
distortion optimization operation and, when a final quantization parameter is calculated, 
performing a second rate distortion optimization operation if the final quantization 
parameter is not equal to the predicted quantization parameter.
